It seems that President Taft hns struck a popular chord in proposing 


a constitutional amendment by which n graduated income tax can be levied 


and an immediate national tax upon all corporation income?. 
The first 


step will be taken by congress in proposing an amendment. 
This must he 


done by a two-thirds vote of both houses of congress. 
The ratifications of 


the proposed amendment may be by state legislatures or by state conven- 
tions called for the purpose as eonprcs,-, shall direct. 
In either ease rati- 


fication by three-foui ths of ihe states i, necessary to make the amend- 


ment part of the constitution. 
As t h e s t a t e legistatines meet irregularly 


ratification by state conventions would be move quickly accomplished than 


by waiting for tho suite legislatures to meet and act on ihe matter.

The ratifications of 
the proposed amendment may be by state legislatures or by state conven- 
tions called for the purpose as congress shall direct. 
In either case rati- 


fication by three-fourths of Ihe stales is necessary to make, the amend- 


ment part of the constitution. As the slate legislatures meet irregularly 


ratification !>y state conventions wo,,ld be more quickly accomplished thai) 
by waiting for the stale legislatures to meet and act on the matter.

If seems that President In ft has struck a popular chord in proposing 


a constitutional amendment by which n graduated income tax can be levied 


and an immediate national tax upon all corporation incomes. 
The first 


step will be taken by congress in proposing an amendment. 
This must be 


done by a two-thirds vote of both houses of congress. The ratifications of 
the proposed amendment may be by stale legislatures or by state conven- 
tions called for the purpose as congress shall direct. 
In either case rati- 


fication by three-fomths of tbe states is necessary to make the, amend- 


ment part of the constitution. 
As the state legislatures meet irregularly 


ratification by state conventions would be more quickly accomplished than 


•by .waiting for the stale legislatures to meet and act on the matter.
